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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 20 and 21 are pending in this application. By this amendment, Applicant 
cancels Claims 11-19 and 22-31 . 

Applicant appreciates the Examiner's indication that Claims 20 and 21 are 
allowed. 

Claims 11-19 and 22-31 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kemmochi et al. (US 2004/0032706) in view of Nakamata et al. (U.S. 
6,683,512). 

Applicant has canceled Claims 11-19 and 22-31. Accordingly, Applicant 
respectfully submits that the rejection of Claims 11-19 and 22-31 under 35 U.S.C. § 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Kemmochi et al. in view of Nakamata et al. is moot. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, Applicant respectfully submits 
that Claims 20 and 21 are allowable.
